State Veterinarian Makes a Flying Trip To 


Duluth and Hakes Some Hurried 


Fxamifiatioiis. 
State Veterinary Surgeon Brain- 
hall made a flying trip to Duluth 
yesterday to investigate the glanders 
cases which are prevalent here, says 
the Duluth News Tribune. 
Dr Bramhail was accompanied in 
bis tour by Dr, McKay, the city 
veterinary

were examined. On * 
animal was ordered killed and four 
others were put in quarantine. 
The 
stab; veterinary did not have tine* to 
make an extensive inspection and be 
will make another visit here noon. 
He said that the disease which bas 
Ikm;n taking away horses from tim** 
to time during the past few weeks 
was unquestionably glanders. 
A well known horseman who has 
suffered the loss of a horse from this 
decease said yesterday; 
'‘la i n glad 
that the state veterinary is giving 
thin matter attention. 
The owners 
# 
of horses and stables have been 
altogether too negligent in the past. 
There have beeu isolated cases from 
time to time and the animals taken 
down with the disease were not given 
the proper treatment. 
They were 
not put in quarantine but walked 
the streets until they died. 
At the 
time probably some doctor would 
say the horse had distemper, another 
a fever and still another, a severe 
(mid or luug trouble. 
It seemed they 
dislike to come out and state that 
the disease 
was 
glanders. 
Then 
these same horses that were worked 
tttxiut the streets exposed dozens of 
others. 
“ I hear that there are very many 
canes of glanders in the woods. 
Many horses are dying and in some 
camps the scarcity of horses has 
given loggers a serious problem.

tion is, assuming that this is a combi­ 
nation, w ill It be stopped—-not whether 
it ought to be, but will It be?

Standard Oil company wa* organised 
under the laws of Texas ami is doing 
business in that state, ant! it Is well 
known that the Standard Oil interests 
are roost powerful in the newly discov­ 
ered Texas oilfields. 
In Illinois a great victory (?) was 
won for the people in the decree abol­ 
ishing the whisky trust. 
A new com­ 
pany was im m ediately formed to take 
Its place, and, I believe, by the very 
men who brought about the proceed­ 
ings which resulted tu Its dissolution, 
and the present whisky trust is a much 
more powerful institution than the old 
one was. 
Quite 
recently 
corporate 
interests 
•fore driven into a cold perspiration by 
the sensational opinion of the supreme 
court of Illinois against the glucose 
trust, a corporation. IrccaiiHo of the fear 
that no combination, under whatever 
form, could thereafter do business In 
that state, and yet even the glucose 
trust seems to be running along as well 
as ever, and every other trust In Am er­ 
ica is doing business In Illinois without 
a particle of real friction. 
The supreme court of the United 
States “ unsettled the market” for a 
few days by deciding in the Transniis- 
sourl Freight association case that an 
agreement between interstate railroads 
for making rates contravened the fed­ 
eral law known as the Sherman act, 
anti yet such agreements are in effect 
today to a greater extent than ever 
before. 
These cases are only samples. The 
highest courts of nearly every state in 
the 
Union 
have 
rendered 
opinions 
against trusts and combination# In lan­ 
guage that was eloquent of the wrongs 
of the i>eople, nod In almost every in­ 
stance the decision was adverse to the 
combination. The federal courts have 
shown them no friendliness. 
The su­ 
preme court at Washington has been 
unsparing of them. 
But whether the 
case was in the state or federal court, 
there has alw ays been the same net 
result—nothing. 
In every instance the real result at­ 
tained In the end (not the nominal re­ 
sult, but the tangible result) has l>een 
very much like the “ finding” of the In ­ 
diana justice of the peace iu favor of 
a widow who sued a hank. After the 
Justice bad wiped aw ay the tears In­ 
spired by the powerful ap ical of the 
widow’s lawyer, he said, “ The Judg­ 
ment must be for the bank. but the 
record of the court w ill show that the 
plaintiff 
has 
the sym pathy

court,” In the cases of trusts and cor- 
|*orations controlling combinations the 
courts have alw ays shown their “ sym ­ 
pathy for the people” by rendering de­
